down on "he business organism upon which it must depend for 
ihe creation of jobs and wages, recovery is likely to be de- 
layed and the number of jobless to increase rather than dimin- 
ish. Postponement of further corrective measures doesn't mean 
abandoning them. 


It is, once more, the old story of the doctor and the pa- 


tient. 
The patient ought to be allowed to get over an acute 


attack of illness before he is subjected to another drastic re- 
form treatment.

preservation of two historic shrines in Virginia, the old home of John 
Paul Jones in Fredericksburg and the famous Gadsby's Tavern in Alex- 
andria. 


The Naval Historical Foundation, aided by the Daughters of the 


American Revolution, will make a campaign for money for the pur- 
chase'and restoration of the John Paul Jones house, on which an op- 
tion has been obtained which expires next February, and which will 
require about $50.000. 


Gadsby's Tavern is now in possession of the American Legion post 


o! Alexandria, having been purchased in 1927. but there is needed some 
$15,000 to pay oft a mortgage on the property, and additional money is 
also required lor its upkeep. 


General Washington had his headquarters in Gadsby's Tavern 


when he commanded a portion ol the Virginia militia in 1753 and 1754, 
at the beginning ol the French and Indian war. Here also the first 
steps toward draltsns the consutut on were taken.

wa« held at Gadfby's. as well as the first celebration of Washington's 
birthday.

That time will come log- j 
ically, after the Japanese have fin- 
ished up their mop-up Jn China, and j 
have consolidated their rear, while i 
it should come before the Russians j 
complete their second trans-Siberian | 
railway line, and before the . red ] 
army has recovered from what the j 
Japanese believe to have been the | 
serious effects of the execution of | 
the eight red generals upon the red j 
army's morale and leadership, 
j 


If it were left up to the Kwan- | 


tung army, as the Japanese call their | 
forces in Manchuria, the war might! 
start today. The Kwantung army, | 
composed of the best Japanese rcg- j 
ulars, is intended to fight the So- i 
viet Union. The less serious affair! 
in China was handled mostly by the | 
Japanese reserves . 


Independent Of Tokio. 


The leaders of the Kwantung 


army have always behaved with the | 
utmost independence of Tokio. In | 
1931, 
when Tokio wavered in its de- j 


termination to take Manchuria, uie 
Kwantung army leaders settled the 
matter with an ultimatum that if 
Tokio did not, want to seize Man- 
churia the Kwantung army would | 
do it alone and present the little j 
gift to his imperial majesty, and 
then how would the government 
feel? 
The government feit like go- 


ing ahead. 


At any moment the Xwantung 


army might repeat this maneuver | 
but the likelihood is that- it will | 
wait for the completion of the Chi- j 
nese campaign, now that it has been 
convinced that the red army is not I 
going to attack. 
Pour months ago 


the general expectation on the part 
of the Chinese as well as the Japa- 
nese was that Russia would attack 
because the conditions were so fa- 
vorable for them. 


In September last year the Japa- 


nese were heavily engaged in China, 
fighting for a foothold in Shanghai 
and just beginning to advance in 
north China. 
Bogomoloff, the So- 


viet ambassador to Nanking, and 
General Lepine, the Soviet military 
attache, flew to Moscow to advise 
the Kremlin that now was the best 
time to catch Japan at a disadvan- 
tage, and strike her from behind 
while she faced China. 


Both Men Disappear. 


Stalin relieved both men of their 


posts and they have not been heard 
of 
since. 
This 
characteristically 


rough repudiation of their advice 
proved beyond a doubt that the red 
army was going to wait, because 
Stalin believes that time is on his 
side. 


This he believes because the far 


eastern red army, as an independent 
army, constantly grows in strength 
as Siberian industry grows. In the 
last ten years Siberia has Increased 
in population by nearly three mil- 
lion, numbering now around 10,000,- 
000. 
It is or can be almost entirely 


independent of western Russia. 


The coal of the Kuznetzk basin, 


the iron of Magnitogorsk, the ar- 
senals, chemical works, and 
tank 


and tractor factories of the Urals 
can supply the far eastern army with 
everything from guns to transport. 
They even claim to have their own 
airplane factories in Siberia. 


Furthermore many foreign mili- 


tary observers agree that although 
the red army in Europe must have 
been badly hit by the execution of 
Marshal 
Tukhachcvsky 
and 
his 


seven best generals, the far eastern 
army was relatively untouched. AU 
the victims belonged to the Euro- 
pean army, 
Bluecher-Galen, com- 


mander-in-chief of the far eastern 
army, is apparently more powerful 
than ever. 


Weaken Offensive Power. 


On the other hand, the re-intro- 


duction of political commissars in 
all the fighting forces of the Soviet 
Union is not only a sign of the dis- 
trust Stalin entertains of his army 
but in the opinion of every foreign 
observer is bound to weaken its of- 
fensive power. It must( be onerous 
enough to every red officer in peace 
time to have to submit every order 
to counter-signature by a commu- 
nist party man, but what of war 
time? 
To wage a battle with a 


party spy at the elbow of each offi- 
cer must be difficult indeed. Yet it 
should be remembered that bolshe- 
viks did it successfully once before 
when the infant red army, political 
commissars and all, fought off the 
allied intervention. 


The far eastern air fleet, however, 


is admittedly untouched either by 


the slaughter of the generals or by j 
the system of political commissars, i 
Soviet war pilots alone among the I 
red army officers, do not have to 
carry a commissar because there Is 
no room for him. 


May Have 2000 Planes. 


It is as good as your life is worth 


to ask questions in Vladivostock 
about details of the army, but I 
finally made friends with a pilot of- 
ficer, and obtained a rough idea of | 
the strength of the far eastern air 
fleet. It is, he declared, larger than 
the entire Japanese air fleet, which 
lists 1,000 first-line warplancs. "How 
much larger?" I asked. "Twice is 
large," he replied, and although he 
may seem to be boasting, informa- 
tion from every other source indi- 
cates that in truth the far eastern 
:';• fleet may number with its re- 
serves a total of 2.000 warplancs. 


Admittedly the Russian pilots are 


extremely good, and far better than 
the Japanese, whose bravery is be- 
yond reproach, but whose eyesight is | 
not. Upon nis air fleet, Stalin banks 
heavily. His air bases are numerous 
and far more handy for supplies 
than the Japanese bases in Man-1 
churia and 
inner Mongolia. 
The j 


Russians believe that in the first | 
few weeks of aerial combat they I 
could cripple, if not annihilate the i 
Japanese air fleet. 
They certainly i 


have shown in Spain that they are | 
skillful air fighters, while the Jap- j 
anese when fighting plane to plane | 
with the Chinese, proved them-1 
selves defective in maneuver, and! 
inferior to the Chinese in accuracy I 
of fire. 
| 


Most important consideration of j 


all. however, is Stalin's desire :o j 
wait for the completion of the sec-! 
ond trans-Siberian railway. My trip [ 
across Siberia and Russia gave me 
an unusual chance to weigh the im- j 
portance of this major factor in the j 
major conflict of the far east. 
By j 


good fortune I was able to obtain 
a map of the railway, which is be- 
ing built in such secrecy that to i 
mention it in the Soviet Union is j 
bad form. The new railway requires 
another article to describe it.
